The 
condition of Lincoln; Institute was 
thoroughly investigated and it WM 
r resolved so demand that it be made 
a state university. 

Referring, to Lincoln Institute it 
was shown that the Negroes were 
not getting their, share of the collat- 
eral inheritance- tax, nor their portion 
of the United Statei agricultural fund 
and chain, which the government 
provides. Tbe academic standard of 
the school is so low that lo-called 
graduates cannot, pas* w* euuEina-" 
tions provided by county and state 
authorities. 

The deplorable condition of Negro 
school* in tbe stale, particularly in 
tbe rural districts, waa presented by 
several experienced teacher* who have 
raftered the humfliatiaer conditions. 

The League also voted to request 
a Negro assistant superih ten dent of 
Missouri schools; to make an effort to 
have Negroes appointed on the van. 
oua juries; 'to demand a delegate at 
targe to the National Republican 
Convention. and to use every effort to 
reduce the criminal statutes of the 
Negroes in tbe courts. Honorable J. 
Babcock, mayor of Sedalia, welcomed 
the delegate* and was responded to 
by Attorney W. C. Hueston, of 
Kansas City. Music was furnished 
by Prof. Andra's "band of boy*. At 
the close of the meeting, Tuesday 
night, -the League indorsed Herbert 
-9^-Hadleyfor Senator and Judge 
Henry Lamb for governor. The meet- 
ings were held in. the council cham- 
ber of the city hall and a packed 
house attended. the closing meeting.

Danger, vv. 8-13. JehonUB. kin? 
of Israel, cleaved to the sins of Jero- 
and of Ahab. his father. In 
Jndab. Jeboram, the son of Jenostia 
phat. married Attnllah. the dnn|hter 
at Ahab and Jeiebel. Qaneral Jehu 
famoua ror his driving, waa Mac to 
become kins of Israel. The Ung of 
Aiafiis. being otherwise engaged, a I 
lowed Syria the constant enemy of 
Israel, to make a freab attack uuliiu- 
dered (▼. SI. Elista, the patriot, the 
"man of God." proves to he lannl's 
real safety. Ellsha has not US us 
great revelations like Ualaa and 
other, prophets, but bo knew from day 
to day Uod's will, and he has power 
with him so that he could warn bin 
people of Impending danger. Ha had 
what the king and the people both 
lacked, a virion of flod. He aaw the 
needs and dangers, but also the re- 
seurces at fi:n command. Thus be de- 
livered Israel many time* (v. 10) we 
too. an thui frequently delivered, let 
us praise Ood. The anderying reason 
for Israel's danger waa its neglect of 
tbe word of Sod. and the seme can be 
said as explaining the defeat of the 
Syrians. True patriotism combiner 
vision and warning. The king of 
Syria, like countless other despots, 
knew not friend from foe, but evidi'!ir 
It he had one retainer who told him 
the truth iv. 12). some have sug 
gested that this waa Nsaman; per- 
haps It was a captive Israelite. In 
either casei it suggests God's know]. 
edge of us. (See Pa 139: 1-10) 

II. Dsfent*, vv. 14-18. It waa not a 
mere guerrilla detachment sent to no- 
ttaan to capture Ellsha baton) mating 
the main attack upon Samaria, but a 
wall-offl eared army. miaha meant 
more to them than did the xlifg of 
Israel. The servant of Ellaha had 
rlaen early and saw only the bills 
surrounding Dothan, upon which waa 
"a host with homes and chariots 
round about the city" (v. IS), Bad In 
consternation he exclaims: "Alas, my 
master, bow shall we do?" Again 
we are impressed with the vision of 
Ellsha and the lack. of It on tne serv- 
ant's part. Ellaha aaw what the serv 
ant could not aee: walking by Faith he 
was not affrighted (John 14.1; Phil. 
4: 0. 7; laa. 11:1; Pa, GOVS), lore- 
sponse to Ellaha's prayer the servant's 
eyes were opened, yet be was not one 
whit more safe than before (v. IT) 
It la a striking contrast bere with tbe 
Ellsha of chapter 1:10. It Is a sug- 
gestion of the Christian anointed by 
the H-oly Spirit and that of the ssve.1 
sinner before that experience. Our 
eyes need to be opened to see that 
"they that be with us are ntore than 
they that be with them'' (v. 16). 

III. Deliverance, vv. 19-23, in the 
Drat aectlon we are taught tbe danger 
of a lack of vision. In the second aec- 
tlon the emphaala la upon the need 
of a vision, whereas In this there la 
presented the use of a vision * To 
crystallise vision Into experience \b> -a 
difficult task for us all. Ellsha priiyed 
Jehovah, for whom be vu acting, to 
smite the Syrians with blindness. 
This waa not for vengeance, but (a) to 
teach the Syrians who the true Ood 
Is ilji. to lead Jehoram. the King, to 
go to Jehovah for help, and (cl to de- 
liver the people from the raids oT the 
Syrians. This word "tjLlndnesa rl 
(▼.' IB) conveys the. Idea ot aaiillng. 
viaoal bewilderment, hall oclnat Ion and 
not Of total loaa of sight, tbus making 
It eaay for Ellaha to lead them aa he 
willed (v. IB). Mentally bewildered 
aa a reault of their payelral ailment 
thay failed to recognise the prophet 
He did not deceive them, for thay at 
last "found him" when be led then 
Into Samaria and once more ihey could 
see Within the walla of Samaria

Again, the Lord gave Joseph favor 
In the eight of the keeper of the prison 
(Gen. 39:21). The hearts of kmga are 
In the hand of Ood and bla afflicted 
people may be certain that Ood la 
not at a loaa when be wishes to re- 
lieve them. Btoiioa more fascinating 
than Action could be written from the 
Uvea of Christians who have been 
given favor In the tight ol the great 
ones of earth. 

The Lord kept Joseph unselfish. 
Host of ua would have felt justified In 
nursing our troubles, hut this man had 
"a heart at leisure from Itself, to 
soothe and sympathise." One morning 
Joseph noticed that hla fellow pris- 
oners, the butler and baker, looked 
■ad. He Immediately Inquired the 
cause and proceeded to help them to 
the beet of hla ability. After all. the 
besj way to bear one's burdens ta to 
help bear the burdens of others. More- 
over, although Joseph little realised 
It. bla interest In these prisoners 
marked a crisis In his life; as a result 
of It he finally came to the throne of 
Kgypt. but he waa ready for the crisis 
only b aca us s be waa daily *■ ■*<■§; for. 
the Interests of others. How little 
we know of the crises which every day 
win. bring forth, and bow we need to 
walk habitually ao aa to pleaaa Ood 
If we are to meet theae crises ade- 
quately! 

It la evident that the Lord pre- 
eerved the faith of Joseph. We recall 
hla own dreams when In hla father'a 
house, and the assurance they gave 
him that he would come to a place 
of elevation over his father snJbreth 
ran; but here he was In the dungeon 
and be would have seemed Justified 
had he lost faith In dreams. Yet that 
this was not the case la evident from 
bla Interpretation of the dreams of 
the butler and baker, and hla confi- 
dence that God would bring them to 
pass. Psalm 1C5: 19 IR. V.) telle u> 
that "until the time that bis word 
came to pass, the word of the Lord 
tried him." 

. The Lord kept Joaeph unretat latin g. 
Whan speaking with the chief butler 
be said. "I have done nothing that 
they should put me into the dungeon" 

(Oen. 40:1S). Not a word doea he 
ut*-?r concerning that wicked woman, 
Potiphar'a wife, who had designed 
his ruin. How slow even Christians 
are to learn that they need do no 
unkind thing la order to fulfill the 
plans of Ood! "He snail bring forth 
thy righteousness! as the light and 
thy Judgment as the noonday." ; 

Hoping In God. 

Altogether. God was training Joseph 
to hope Id himself alone and to obey 
him in any event. Doubtless his bopea 
Ot deliverance were high When the 
chief butler lett the prison, yet two 
long year* passed before deliverance 
enme. By the grace of Ood Joaeph 
waa kept from growing rebellious, but 
persisted in the way of' duty. ■ When 
Ood flnde a man who will plod on, 
delighting to do hi* will under all 
clrc urns ranees, ke will quickly set him 
hi a large place and net a scepter In 
bla band. Joaeph waa In training for 
a throne and ao are all tree follower* 
ot Christ. '

WHO PAYS? 

We are called upon just now by an ordinance to expend nearly 
$100,000 to place upon the statute books a law to humiliate and de- 
grade a class of citizens of this city. Who pays? 

What will be the ultimate cost? It is far beyond a conserva- 
tive estirnate juat here. 

Not long ago a clique of the same kind, who are agitating seg- 
regation, were active in having passed a bill known as the "Full 
Crew Law." Primarily the aim was to take the jobs from nun? 
dreds of Negroes in this state. The vote of the people on the ref- 
erendum defeated such a law. Think of the thousands, yes, tens 
of thousands of dollars it cost. Who pays? 

The Pullman Company was compelled to furnish, a whole car 
for one lone colored girl from Ohio to Atlanta, Ga., a few weeks 
ago on account of Jim Crow. laws that had been placed upon the 
statute books of several southern states to humiliate and keep 
down tfie Negro. Who pays? 

It was stated that a man who led a mob of lynchers in a Texas 
town a few months ago, died recently of a stricken conscience and 
remorse.of soul. History 'repeats itself. The strong; and indiffer- 
ent should wake up. You say that only a few are agitators of this 
un-American doctrine; but, who pays? 

Yes, a few states determined on the purpose ofTfeeping the 
Negro in bondage, caused the great civil war: before, and during 
which time the Negro suffered untold cruelties. But when one 
thinks of the loss of lives and property and the great scourge that 
the south Buffered, the question comes home to us all, who pays? 

The immortal Abraham Lincoln saw the cost, when, before the 
war he urged the people to accept so much money for each slave, a 
small amount compared with the final cost. The deaf heard not. 

In his second inaugural address Mr. Lincoln said: "Fondly do 
we hope, fervently do we pray, that this dread scourge of war 
shall speedily- pass away, but if it should continue until all of the 
wealth that has been piled up by 244 years of unrequited toil shall 
be sunk, and until every drop of blood that has been drawn by the 
lash shall be paid for by one drawn by the sword, then must we 
say with the Psalmist that the judgments of the Lord are true and 
righteous altogether." 

The cost was great. Who paid? 



THE NEGRO LEADING. 

The State Negro Republican League, which held its meeting 
at Sedalia. Mo., early this week, touched some of the livest ques- 
tions of the day: ana, in the main, they all affect the Negro vitally. 
When the convention declared for better school facilities for Ne- 
groes in Missouri, it found itself in hearty accord with those who 
think for the best interest of the race. Its stand for larger oppor- 
tunity, for full participation in party affairs, its protest against the 
Negroes of the state paying a collateral inheritance tax for the 
support of Missouri ^etatel University where no Negro can be ad- 
mitted, as well as its protest against delay in opening the schools 
for incorrigible girls, stamp it a gathering of men of large calibre, 
earnest, and of keen insight. 

There is abundant evidence that the rural schools in Missouri 
for Negroes are largely a joke from a standpoint of educational 
efficiency. In fact, they are a disgrace to the state. There is no 
place in the state where a Negro may be taught' law. medicine 
dentistry, pharmacy, engineering, farming or mining at the state's 
expense, though the facilities for learning all these things and 
more are furnished to the white citizens ornne state. The diVert- 
ingr-of funds from the education of the Negro and taxing him for 
schools which he is not permitted to> attend are outrages which 
must be stopped- One of the best ways to stop these outrages, as 
well as to obtain better facilities, is to put Negroes on school 
boards and in official position- where they will be able to see to - " it 
that the needed improvements are made. One Negro on a school 
board, or in the legislature of Missouri or as assistant superinten< 
dent of schools could do more to lighten conditions than a thou 
sand on the outside. All these things were advocated. 

The convention's protest against the exclusion of the Negro 
from party counsels is timely; likewise their endorsement of per' 
sons for official position in .advance of white conventions and or- 
ganizations. This time the Negro in Missouri is leading, not fol 
jowing. 

According to reports, the convention was dominated by St. 
Louisans, what else could be expected of the St. Louiaans who at- 
tended but this example of far-sighted, political sagacity and earn 
est interest in the race's welfare? 

Better schools, liberally supported; Negro school officials and 
legislators; larger participation in party affairs; and the just dis- 
tribution of educational funds, are things to be consumatelj desired 
A piatform embracing them and demanding party support for 
them and endorsing the heat men in the party tor the bean of the 
ticket, hi bread, progressive and stnms enough for every Negro 
- f stsasilii en in Miaaouri to stand on.

It indicates that the ear 
comei from a strong, vigorous, healthy 
stalk and that In turn It will produce 
stalk* and ears haying a strong con 
ntlliitlnn init htrrllrmt Na mis vmM 
think ot selecting for seed small, 
weak, puny-looking ears. Corn has 
been bred for the grain or ear until 
ibe proportion of corn to stalk la ab 
normally high and consequently the

Select Medium Sized Ear*.

ing that we flie setting a large yield- 
Corn of this kind often contains from 
35 to 45 per cent of water. When th* 
corn dries tt is loose oa the cob, chaffy 
and light The little cells In tba ker- 
nels are only partially tilled with rood 
and are doll and chalky, or starchy, 
Instead of bright,- hard, heavy and 
rich In appearance: 

The corn la apt to spoil, especially 
in the bottom of the crib, L e., turns 
out. and It lo unpalstabls to stock. Th* 
grower of tucb core It required to loll 
at s greatly reduced price. What we 
want 1* corn that will be safe every 
year. Remember that two small ear* 
weighing but ten ounce* each, to each 
BUI win make 64 bushels per acre, or 
double the average yield. Three of 
them will give nearly 100 buahelt per 
acre. 

This Indicates full maturity, good 
quality, feeding value and yield. 

Large ears will generally have larg- 
er and deeper kernels Short, bunchy 
eara are certain to have deeper ker- 
nels than lone, slim' ear*. As a con- 
sequence the planter cannot be ad- 
justed to give a uniform drop. 

If we have large and small ear*. 
bunchy and slim ears, deep keraeled 
and shallow kerneled ears we shall 
not only have unevennea* In site and 
shape of kernel*, but wa shall also 
have a great variation In time of ma-
